Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating 
the method of recruitment to the post of Senior Staff Officer (Training), Ministry 
of Home Affairs, namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement: — (1) These rules may be called the Senior 
Staff Officer (Training), Ministry of Home Affairs, Recruitment Rules, 1970- 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. Classification and scale of pay. — The classification of the post and the scale 
of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 3 and 4 of the Schedule 
hereto annexed. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other Qualifications:—' The method of 

recruitment, to the said post, age limit, qualifications, and other matters connected 
therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule. 

4. Disqualifications: — (a) No person, who has more than one wife living or 
who, having a spouse living, marries in any case In which such marriage is 
void by reason of Its taking place during the life time of such spouse shall be 
eligible for appointment to the said post, and 

(b) no woman, whose marriage Is void by reason of the husband having a 
wife living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has 
a wife living at the time of such marriage shall be eligible for appointment to 
the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if it Is satisfied that there are 
special grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this 
role. 
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5- Power to relax: — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it la 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may by order, for reasons to be recorded In 
writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of 

persons.

G.S.R. 474 — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the 
recruitment to certain non-gazetted posts on the marine branch of the Department 
of Lighthouses and Lightships, namely: — 

1- Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Depart- 
ment of Lighthouses and Lightships (Non-Gazetted Posts Marine Branch) Recruit- 
ment Rules, 1970.

Provided that the upper age limit specified in column 7 of the said Schedule for 
direct recruitment may be relaxed in the case of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the general orders 
of the Central Government issued from time to time, 

3. Disqualification.— (a) No person who has more than one wife or who, having 
a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void by reason of 
its taking place during the life-time of such spouse, shall be eligible for appoint- 
ment of any of the said posts; and 

(b) no woman whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a wife 
living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a wife 
living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to any of the 
said posts: 
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Provided that the Central Government may, If satisfied that there are special 
.grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

4. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is neces- 
sary or expedient so to do, it may, by order for reasons to be recorded In writing, 
relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of 
persona/posts.

I- These Regulations my be called the Indian Boiler (Amendment) Regulations,

“Where furnance flue is made up of corrugated and plain section, they 
shall be connected by fusion butt-welded circular seams. 

(il) In Regulation 546 after clause (g) the following clause shall be inserted 
namely: — 

“(k) Plain furnaces not fitted with stiffening ring shall not exceed 24” 

external diameter. The length of such furnaces shall not exceed 
six times the external diameter for furnaces with diameter upto 
18” and four and a half times the diameter for furnaces with dia- 
meter over 18”. 

(ill) In Regulation 592 after clause (d) the following clauses shall be inserted 
namely: — 

(e) Where furnace flue is made up of corrugated and plain section, they 
shall be connected by fusion butt-welded circular seams. 
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(f) Plain furnaces not fitted, with stiffening ring shall not exceed 24” 
external diameter. The length of such furnaces shall not exceed 
six time the external diameter for furnaces with diameter up to 18” 
and four and a half time the diameter for furnaces with diameter 
over 18”.

(2) No woman, whoso marriage is void by reason of the husband having a wife 
living at the time of such marriage, or who has married a person who haB a wife 
living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to the said 
posts: 

Providea that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule- 

6. Power to Relax — Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it 
is necessary or expendl-ent so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded 
in writing and in consultation with Union Public Service Commission, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons/ 
posts.

G.S.R. 485. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating

4. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc. — The method of re- 
cruitment to the said posts, age limit, qualifications and other matters connected 
therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule, 

Provided that the maximum age limit specified in column 0 of the said Sche- 
dule for direct recruits may be relaxed in the case of Scheduled Castes, Scheduled 
Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the general 
Orders of the Central Government issued from time to time, 

5. Disqualifications. — (a) No person, who has more than one wife living or 
who, 'having a spouse living, marries, in any case in which such marriage is void 
by reason of its taking place during the life time of such spouse, shall be eligible 
for appointment to any of the said posts; and 

(b) No woman, whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a 
wife living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has 
a wife living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to 
amy of the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satified that there are spe- 
cial grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation; 
of this rule. 

0, Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it 
is necesstry or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded 
in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class, 
or category of persons or posts. 
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7. Repeal and Saving 1 . — Any rules corresponding to these rules and in force 
immediately before the commencement of these rules shall cease to apply: 

Provided that any order made or action taken under the said rules before 
such cesser shall (be deemed to have been made or taken under the correspond- 
ing provision of these rules.

G.S.R, 488.— In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (1) of rule 8 
of the Central Excise Rules, 1944, the Central Government hereby exempts, from 
so much of the duty of excise leviable thereon as is equivalent to eight rupees 
per quintal, such quantity of sugar, falling under sub-item (1) of Item No. 1 of 
the First Schedule to the Central Excises and Salt Act 1944 (1 of 1944) produc- 
ed in a factory, during the period commencing from the 1st October, 1969, and 
ending with tne 30th September, 1970, as is in excess of 105 per cent of the 
quantity of sugar produced by It during the period commencing from the 1st 
October, 1968, and ending with the 30th September, 1969 (hereinafter referred 
to as the base period): 

Provided that the aforesaid exemption shall not be admissible to a factory — 

(a) which did not work during the said base period, or 

(b) which had only a trial run in the base period, or 


(c) which commenced production for the first time on or after the 1st 
October, 1969: 
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Provided further that, in computing the production of sugar during the base 
period" and the period commencing from the 1st October, 1960, and ending with 
the 30th September, 1970, — 

(a) the data as furnished in Form R.G. 1 prescribed in Appendix I to the 

Central Excise Rules, 1944, or in such other record as the Collector 
may prescribe under rule 63 or 173 G of the said rules, shall be 
adopted; 

(b) any sugar, obtained from reprocessing of sugar-house products left 

over in process at the end of the base period or earlier, shall be 
taken into account; and 

(c) any sugar obtained by refining gur or khandsari sugar, or any sugar 

obtained Iby reprocessing of defective or damaged sugar or brown 
sugar, if the same has already been included in the quantity of 
sugar produced, shall not be taken into account. 


Explanation.— A factory shall be deemed to have had a ‘trial run’ during the 
base period only if, on first going into production, the period during which actual 
crushing was done during the base period was less than 40 per cent of the 
average duration of the season in the State in which the factory is situated-
